By statute, the Secret Service is charged with the 
protection of the President and other designated 
individuals. (Section 3056, Title 18, O. S. Code).- --In 
addition, the Secret Service is charged by Statute with 
the investigation of threats against the President and 
other designated persons. (Section 871, Title 18, 

U. S. Code) . The Department has indicated since the 
Statute names the FBI as the agency to investigate 
violations of Section 1751, Title 18, U. S. Code, the 
FBI would therefore be responsible under the law to 
investigate under certain conditions violations over '* 
which the Secret Service had previously exercised 
its jurisdiction. Threats against the President and 
other designated persons which do not fall within the., 
criteria set forth above would according to the 
Department continue to be investigated by the Secret 
Service under Section 871, Title 18, D. S. Code.
